Tlio Inst qiiatc'i'ly report of tho 
Liverpool ]il)ninf,.ai,ion ofliccrs tenches 
a lesson wliieli both Old and yoiiii;^'- 
Britain would do well to mark, loiirii 
.fi jind inwardly digest. It nppocirs from 
this report that during the morths of 
July, August, aud[Septend)or, one hun- 
dred and twenty emigrant ships sailed 

^. ;frpm the port of Liyerpool, carrying 
'^6,3§5 passengers. Of these ships, 
ninety-nine sought American ports, 
carrying with tlicin tlJ, !!)!, emignuils, 
leaving tho balance chielly for th(> 
Dominion of Canada. Of tho wholo 
number, 18,279 worn English, l.'j.Ho^ 
Sqandinayians and Germans, and only 
* 5^104 Irish. The ' large proportion 
drawn from ScaudinaA'ian and (Tormau 
eountries constitutes a noticeable fea- 
ture of tho repoi-t. But what wo de- 
sire more particularly to iioiut out is 
tho alarming proportion of tho wliole 
going to. <' the United Htatcs. From 
"these returns it appears that, during 
tho quarter in (piestion, tho doparau-o 
of emigrant laden sliips fro'U the port 
»f Liverpool for the United Status 
averaged a little over one per diem, 
;-; ;^ while tho ilow of emigrants in the 
Bamo direction exceeded twelve thous- 
and per n'Oiith, or at the rate of about 
one hundred and fifty tliousaiul per 
annum; and this, too, bo it remarked, 
from the port of Liverpool alone. 
From this it is seen that the great 
. wave of British emigration still beats 
upon a foreign shore, the more spray 
alone reaching the waiting soil of 
British America.

Mr. Gilbert Maleobu Sproat, of 
Lime-;stree.t-squa:^'e , :the Agont-G e ueral 
for'-'^Britisi' Columbia, has written a 
letter to tho Daily Nows vindicaLiiig 
tho colonists from certain imputations 
cast tijioii tliein by tho Toronto eorres- 
jKiiuli'iit of our contemporaiy. Tliose 
inqjutations wore mainly to tho olTeet 
that, as a considorntion for joining the 
Dominion of Canada, British Columbia 
had barginod for, or rccoivod, exorbit- 
ant terms. Mr. Hproat says tluiro is 
not even the shadow of a foundationfor 
the changes made, but ho ox.pinins 
what really was done. Ho says: 
"When the ijeople ofBritish ( .'olumbia, 
yielding to their appreciation of the 
events of tho ngo, and to tho strongly 
ex])rossod wishes of Her Majesty's 
(rovernmont, con.sontod to become part 
(jf tho Dominion of Canada, they a.sk- 
od for and ol)tained siinijly modorato 
and reasonable terms. It is true they 
stipulated for tho constnu'tion of the 
C'anadiiiii I'acitie Railway, b(>causo they 
saw tliat Canada must extent to the 
westward, and must have a railwuy 
through the territory, asa logical result 
of the formatjon of the Dominion, and 
of tho general policy of tho Imperial 
Government. But this was not a con- 
cession (o British Colinuliia; it was 
merely giving a business shape and 
form to the wishes and aspi.alions of 
tlie people of the whole Dominion. I 
know by cnnver.sation rece itly with 
Canadian statesmen of all jtarties, that 
fhcv recognise the' far-.'iighted loyalty 
of iSritish Cohinibiain this niattor. " 
There is proliahly no ni.nn in England 
bettor (lualitiod than Jlr. Sprout to 
deal with this quesfcion. For many 
years a resident and a magistrate in 
the C(doiiy ho now so ably roprcsonta 
at lunnc, and having studied the poli- 
tics of the Dominion in situ, he is 
throughly aeiiiiainteil ^\■ith the neces- 
sities of our North-American po.saes- 
sions, and with the means by which 
their welfare can be best promoted. Bri- 
tish ('olmuhia is fortunnte in havinp"Mr. 
iSproat for lier reprt'seiitative in this conn- 
try, hut the intorcst.'s of the ICinpirc ro- 
quire tliftt mcn of his stamp should bi' in 
tlio Hoiiso of Commons — men of wide 
eohjnial o.iporioiice, profound knowlodgi' 
of colonial ])olitica, and possessing the 
ability to express their viows -wheneveT 
occasion arises.
